Criticlsma Upon tlie Crew Resented by 
the Agents of tbe Steamship 
.Mm. ■ 



ContraiUetion.of Efiraie of thd Advei-E 
Statements— Haiiy of the Fasseu- 
! gers Have Nothing to Say. 



London, Feb. 4, — The London manager 
of the North German Lloyd Company re- 
BontB the oriticiania upon tho crew of tho 
steamer Qlbo made by the resonod passon- 
gora Hoffman and Vevera. 

It ii ofBoially gliated thati 335 persona were 
drowned in the Elbe diaaater. Fifteen of 
tho crew were saved and only four saloon 
and one atoorago paasenger. 

A fishing oraft has arrived in Lowestoft 
having on board one of tho Kibe's mail bags 
and tho body of a man picked up near the 
spoil whore tho diaasler ocourrod. Tlio 
body waa identified aa that of Froderiuh 
Ernest, of Madgbourg, u between deoka 
paBBenger. 

Tho owner of tho atoamor Crathio hae re- 
turned to hia home in Aberdeen from 
liutterdam. Ho Bays tho charge that the 
Crathio atoamod away immediately after 
tho collision is unlrue, and adda that the 
vessel steamed back to the spot where the 
oolliaion ooourred and remained there until 
daylight. 

Tho United States oonBul-general says 
that the paoaengera applied to him for ad- 
vice ai to accepcinc our offer of paaaa^e on 
tho Umbria. He aaya they ezpreased no 
desire to make any offioial statement nor 
made iione, nor had any complalnta. 

New Yore, Feb. -t.— The agents of the 
I^orthjQeraan Lloyda to-night sent tho fol- 
lawing statement to tho preas regarding 
the obargeB made againat tho oliicora and 
crew of the Elbe and tho London agonta 
of tho company hy three of tho passongers 
who survived tho diaistor : "The chargea 
that havo been made are unfoundeid accord- 
ing to our investigations. Nobody aaw 
Hofmann'a child in boat No. 3. When tho 
port aide boat No. 5, which contained Mies 
Hueckor besides other pasaongers, was filled 
by tho waves in lowering, tho order waa 
heard that the women and children ahould 
be taken to boats on the atarboard aide, 
whore thoy found protection against the 
atrong wind, the sturboitrd being the lee 
aide. The assistant purser, tbe steward 
Kobe and third oflioor Stollberg drew 
MIbb Buooker into boat No. 3 " 

Miss Bueckor writes as follows : " Kobe 
is one of tho men who saved mo. Order 
prevailed on deck ; there wore very few 
orloa heard. I got hold of a piece of lumber 
and cried for help when tho lifo-boat waa in 
my neighborhood. I waa observed and an 
oar was stretched out to me. My dress was 
80 heavy from the water that the mon did 
not succeed until a conaiderable time in 
drawing mo into the boat. Capable aeamen 
were in tho boat, who fought courageously 
againat tho storm and waves. Vevera's 
statement is apparently correct. Mis niece 
was not a cabin passenger, but a atoerage 
passenger, and waa in the forward steerage 
in tho compartment for single women." 

CREDENTIALS DBFBCTIVB. 

Chinese Envoys Leave Tokio, Their Fapora 
Not Being Satlsfactflry— Move- 
ments of Troops. 

London, Feb. 4.— A Tokio dispatch aaya 
the Japanese admiral reports that tho opora- 
tiong of the Qoot at VVeihatwei were greatly 
hampered by the intense ootd, anow atorma 
and heavy galea. The tranaport Yokohama, 
which loft i'oung Cheng on February ,'^d for 
Port Arthur, reports tnat passing Weibai- 
wel she noticed that nil tho land forts wore 
firing on the Chineae fleet and tho latter 
were returning tho firo. 

The Central News dispatch eava that 5,'JOO 
ChinoBO are encamped outside Newohwang. 
Tho Chineae lost oOO men trying to recap- 
ture K»i Chow. Tho Japaneae aro within 
ten miles of Newohwang. Tho foreign set- 
tlement is being raided by mobs. The 
houBoa of aevoral native morchanta have 
been plundered. 

I'.KKi-iN, li'eb. 4. — The Norddeutsche 
Algctnoine /^oitung aaya in a scmi-oflicial 
leader on the end of the Chinese peace luie- 
aion to Japan : " Tho Chiueau poaoo niiesion 
is part of China's policy of calculated hesita- 
tion and delay. Tho Chinnso wish to induce 
tho Europoan powers to demand a share in 
framing the conditions of peace by appearing 
nnable to efftct terms aatisfaocory to the 
Japaneae. 

VVashxN«TON, D.C, Feb. 4 —No con- 
firmation of tho alleged oaptnro of aomo of 
the Concord's olBoera and crew by the 
ChinoBo haa been received by the govern- 
ment, and the authenticity of the rumor is 
gravely doubted. 

Tho state department has received the 
following cable from Minister Dunn at 
Tokio : Chlneao poiico otiirjera Inft yoatcr- 
doy. Credentials defective.

St. Johns, Nfld., Feb. 1.— The friction 
among the Whitewayitco ia becoming greater 
and tho prospcots of forming a cabinet are 
less favorable. The members of the legis- 
lative aaaembly whoao retirement is wanted, 
refuse to withdraw unless they aro guaran- 
teed positions, which Sir William is unable 
to give. A caucus waa hold to-day, bub no 
arrangement la expeolod before Wednesday, 
pending an answer to a dispatoh sent to the 
Britiah governscenb asking what assiatanco 
it is prepared to give if tho Nowloundland 
government aooepta a royal commission of 
inquiry and agrees to adopt its rocommonda- 
tiona. It Is hoped that the Imperial govern- 
ment will promise aomethlng that will en 
able the Wbltewayitea to accept e. commis- 
sion without the loss of prestige that would 
bo involved in an QnooDditional aooeptauco.

Archbishop Langevln on the Scliool Qneitlon 
—Dominion Elections— Hmallpox at 
Calgary— Extremely Cold. 

WiNNiPKO, Feb. 4,— (Speolat)— The re- 
port that private telegrams had been re- 
ceived from Ottawa annonnolng the iaauance 
of tho writs for the general election his 
cauaed conaiderable excitement. 

TheU.N.W, Central railway roundhouae 
at Chatter has been destroyed by fire. 

Mgr. Langevln, Arobblahop of St. Boni- 
face, preached his farewell sermon lyeater- 
day morning aa parish priest of St. Mary's. 
In hia address ho spoke of tho recent de- 
oiaion of the Privy Council touohicg the 
separate school qucation, and aald 
that " tho deoislon was a document of 
peace and conciliation, and that tho Roman 
Catholics throughout the province would 
not fail to appreciate the fatherly spirit 
that prevailed in the document. The Ro- 
man-Catholics were not liko atrangors in 
tbe province of Manitoba, On tho con- 
trary, tbe country waa as dear to them au 
to the Protestants ; they bad their rights ; 
thoy were as anzioue to maintain and up- 
hold provinoial rights as wore tbe Protest- 
ants ; bat provinoial rights did not mean 
the rights of the majority and tho oppres- 
sion of tbe minority." 

U. H. Daubney, editor of tho Doloraino

LILIUOKALANI'S ARREST. 

The News Telegraphed via Auckland 
to London— Charged With Abet- 
ting the Rebellion. 



Pear That She Will Forfeit Her 
Property and Be Snbjeoted 
to Ikile. 



London, Feb. 3. — The news of the arreat 
of ex-Qaeen Liliuokalani, published yeater- 
day afternoon, created a aenaation. Tbe 
facta were telegraphed to Queen Viptoria at 
Osborne and to Theopbilua Uavioa, guardian 
of Princeaa Kaiulani, heireaa preaumptive to 
the throne. Mr. Davies is alao ag^ent in 
England of ex-Queen Liliuokalani, Mr, 
Davies, it appears, baa also received a tele- 
gram via Auckland, New Zealand, announc- 
ing the arreat of the ex Queen. It la ex- 
pected that the lattor'a frlenda here and 
elaewhere will make diplomatio representa- 
tions to Great Britain and the United 
States In order to seonre her release. The 
Hawaiian Consni In this olty haa received 
no news regarding the resolution adopted 
by the United States honse of representa- 
tivea asking President Cleveland to submit 
to Congress any oorreapondenoe in the poa- 
scsaion of the atate department regarding 
roporta that British aubjaota incited the 
Hawailans to rebellion and aupplied them 
with arme, and that the Britiah Mlnlater 
intervened to prevent the applioation of 
martial law to British subjects engaged in 
tho rebellion. 

VV.vsiii.NT.TON, Feb. 3. — Tbe latest dovolop- 
mont in Hawaii waa agreeable news to 
Minister Thurston. He said the latest in- 
formation ho had had regarding the ex- 
Queen waa that she had gone out to tho 
residence of 8am Nowlein, on Pearl river, 
about fifteen milea from Honolulu, 

" Now that tho Queen has been arrested 
for conspiracy in tho rebellion, will she bo 
baniahod ?" asked tho reporter. 

" That iH a matter I do not oare to di» 
CUBS," replied Thurston. 

Tho minister expects fresh advices on tho 
arrivol of tho Australia, due at San Fran- 
cisco in four or five daya. 

Tho news of tho arrest of tho ex Queen 
waa received with surprise at tho state 
department, and although tho ofiicials ro- 
fuBud to discuBs tho matter in any aepeot, it 
was plaiuly seen that thoy bad not expected 
she would be connected with a revolution- 
ary attempt so badly conceived and attempt- 
ed, promlaing ao little. They fear aho is 
likely to forfeit whatever little property re- 
mains in her poeaoaalon to tbe republic, and 
in addition will probably be exiled to elimi- 
nate her entirely aa a political faotor. There 
haa not yot boon any suggestion that tho 
United States government shall Interfere in 
behalf of the ex-Queen, who is now, alter 
the full and formal recognition of the repub- 
lic, nothing more than an Individual and 
citizen of tho republic. 

Tho news of tlio collapse of the Hawaiian 
rebellion was received without much Bur- 
priao by members of tho house to whom it 
waa made known, except that part narrating 
tho arrest of the ox-Queen, which exoitod 
some comment. Tho opinion waa gen- 
erally expressed that tho ox-Quoon's 
Btrongth mmt bo very small, and 
her following must have fallen off 
greatly, if she could be arrested without any 
resiatancn being made. Chairman Mc- 
Croary, of tho committee on foreign afTaire, 
remarked that tho dispatch confirmed the 
latest advices to tho State department 
which ho quoted in his speech yesterday, 
and showed that tho trouble bad been great- 
ly ovprriitcd in importance, DisouBaion was 
stirred up over penalties which might bo in- 
ll'Otod on tho loudora of the insurrection, ard 
several Republicans expressed tho o;iinion 
that it would be well for tho government to 
execute two or three for treason, according 
to the lawa of moat oi/ilized nations, aa a 
warning to others. To visit capital punish 
mont on the Queen, it waa aaid, waa prob 
ably a more severe retribution than would 
bo favored, notwithatanding her demand 
for tho beads of tho mon who had brought 
about tho establishment of the republic.

Copyright Act. 

ToBONTO, Feb. 4.— (Spocial)— Petitiona 
praying for tho redress of tho grievances of 
the Roman Catholics of Manitoba were 
again placed for signature at tho doors of 
the varioua Catholio ohurchea in thia city 
yesterday and very largely signed. 

Yesterday Arohbishop Walsh formally in- 
stalled Vicar-General MoCann as pastor of 
St. Mary 'a parish in aucoesslon to the lata 
Monaignor Roonoy. 

The Queen's avenue Methodist ohnroh of 
London was burned on Saturday. Loss, 
$75,000. 

Hon. John Haggart, minister of railways, 
givca an absolute denial to tho statement 
that C. N. Armstrong has tho guarantees of 
the Canadian government in placing on tho 
London markets tho securiliea of his com- 
pany to build a railroad from Gaapo, 
parallel with tho C. P. R. Tho minister 
oonalders iti improbable that Mr. Armstrong 
will be able to float his enterprise on tho 
London market or anywhere olse.

A eontrolIiDg iaterest in the Home«tead 
mine property has been pnrobased by R. 
Marpole for himself and aaaooiatea, and tlio 
work of dovolopmont will bo vigoroualy pro- 
ceeded with. The reports of tho experts 
and roBults of mill testa are of a very on 
couraging character. Mr. Marpolo and Mr, 
J. A. Mara will go up to see tho property 
on Monday next. 

Rev. P. C. L Harris, until recently mia- 
sionary for the Methodist church at (Jlinton, 
baa recently oomo from Barkervillo. Ho 
reporta work stopped by water on tho shaft 
on the ^ylllow river olaim where Mr. Law 
and bia partners are sinking to prosecute 
deep mining. More powerful pumps will 
be pnt in. On the Bonanza claim, Cotton- 
wood river, preparations are under way to 
begin hydraulloiiig in the spring. 

Donald MoLsan and Ed. Dillingham, who 
went in search of the MoCabe party, sup- 
posed to have been lost last May, have re- 
turned from Bine river, North Thompson. 
Mr, Stewart, who went up to Pea Vine fljkt 
to shoot and trap, and Mr. Dorr, who ac- 
companied him, returned at the same time. 
At Salmon river, about 150 miles from Kam- 
loops and 50 miles on this side of Blue 
river, they found a body with nothing but 
the bones remaining. About ten feet away, 
wrapped in a piece of vest, thoy found a 
silver watch, Elgin National Watoh Com- 
pany movement. No. 593,624, and ease 
marked A, W. G , sterling. No. 34.599 
On reaching Blue river they found tta 
caohe, the uontonta aoattered aomewhat. 
McLean fixed up the cache, taking an in- 
rentory of the contents. Returning to Cot- 
iionwood camp their canoe upset, and 
they lost all they had, and were three 
days without anything to eat and had to 
camp without fire or blankets. From the 
wolf tracks they judged there was another 
corpse jubt below Hell's Gate, but there waa 
too much snow, and they had no time to iu- 
restigate— the first thing being to aave 
themselvea. MoLean also heard reporta of 
another body being found between Pea Vine 
and the mouth of the Clearwater, about 80 
miles from the mouth of tho Clearwater, 
about 80 milis from Kamloopa. Some 
Indians coming down thought they saw a 
body but could not atop the nit to investi- 
gate. The body found by MoLean was that 
of a big man, and the description tallies 
rery oloaely with that of Depew, one of the 
MoCabe party.

Colonel I. N. Peyton, George M. Foreter, 
Olonol William M. Ridpath, W. J, Harria, 
Olonel W. VV. D. Turner and L. F. 
Williams have returned from a visit to the 
Lo Roi mine, in tho Trail oruek diatrict. 
" Thia," snid Colonel Peyton, busineaa man- 
Dgor for tho coiiipuny, " was tho first oliioiiil 
visit of tho trualeuB to tho mine. All wore 
ploaaod with tho improvomontH and dt- 
velopment aud abundantly Huiibtiuil witli tho 
prcaent condition of Ino property. " Tho 
fjo Roi ia producing and sluppin(j an aver- 
ago of .30 toua of ore a day. The main shaft 
is down 355 foot and tho oompauy ia push- 
ing tho worlc on tha 300 and 350 foot levels, 
with a force of 50 men. Tho ore from the 
Lo Roi at proaent cornea down over the 
Spokane Falls & Northern railroad and goes 
to the United Smelting and Refining Com- 
pony'a worka at Helena, netting a satis- 
factory profit. 

The new hotel, erected by the oompany at 
a cost of 17,500, is now completed and ia 
■aid to be one of the best cquippml hoatolriea 
{d British Colnmbia. In udJiiion to tho 
hotel there are two lai-go lodging houses for 
tho accommodation of the minora, together 
with the old buakhouse. The ahuft house 
contains two large boilera, a ton-drill air 
corapreaaor hoist and blacUamith shop. 

Colonel Peyton goes up to tho mine again 
next Saturday with aupplica and equipments 
needed in tho prosocution of iho work. 

John A. Finch, Austin Corbin and Thoniaa 
Horrick, with Captain Tnonipaon ua their 
guest, came down Tuoaday from tho War 
K'lglo mine. "Tho War iOiglo," iiaid Mr. 
Finch, "ia shipping from .35 to -lO tons a day. 
The ore gooa by aloigh to Trail creek land- 
ing, seven milea, thence by aleamer down 
tho Columbia river to Northport, over 
tho Spokane Falls (t Northern to thia city, 
and to Great Falls, Mont., via tho Groat 
Northern railroad. Tho mine haa been 
opened by three shafta ond a tunnel and ia 
looking first rate. Tho tunnel cuta the ore 
body at a level of 110 feet. It is a largo 



vein of five to aavsi feet of smelting ore. It 
varies considerably, ranging from ^20 to $40 
in gold to the ton. There ia a little copper 
and a little ailver, but not worth mention 
ing. There are about fifty men employed 
In the mine. It is a proi^ty camp and every- 
body interested there is satisfied with the 
conditions. The owners of the "War Eagle 
will continue to develop tho property and 
increase the production." Mr. Finoh re- 
tains his interests in the Ccuur d'Alencs and 
has loab none of his old time spirit of oon- 
fidonoe in the ultimate revival of the silver 
market. He goes to Wallaoo to-day to look 
after the Gem and Friaoo properties. 

KOBSLAND. 

(From the Nelson Miner.) 
The soft weather waa succeeded by froat 
in time to prevent tho ceaaation of freighting 
from the mines. Twenty teams are now in 
operation and more are required to meet tho 
output. 

VVe have been inundated with visitors 
from Nelson, who have nearly all made in- 
vestments in town property and expressed 
themselves well pleased with the looation 
and prospects. 

Mr. W. S. Jonea, tho onatoms offioar, ex- 
peota a heavy import along the new North- 
port road and will erect a ouatom house at 
an early date. 

W. R. Leo, of the Northportmlll, will put 
in a lumber yard here and bring in his stock 
of well aeuBonod stuff. 

Frank Fletcher, P.L S. , when here took 
note of the trend of the country with a view 
to the survey of tram lines to the Columbia 
river. It ia thoagbt that a saving of nearly 
two miles could be made as oompared with 
the road to Trail landing, and a better grade 
be obtained for the shipmient of ore on the 
Columbia river. 

The value of the ore (for customs pur- 
poaof) shipped from the camp during 1804 
was SlUG.OOO. Of this amount by far tho 
largest part was sent out during the latter 
montha. Nearly 100 tons a day is now being 
shipped from tho War Eagle and Lo Roi 
miooB alone. 

A half interest in the Columbia claim haa 
been sold by Uarry Sheran for $4,000. 

NELSON. 

(From tho Miner.) 

There ia so much ore travelling over thn 
Nelson and Fort Shoppard line and ita con 
tinuation on the American aide that it has 
been decided to run aeparate freight and 
pasaengor trains. On some of the trains no 
leaa than soventoen cars of ore were hauled 
The change will be a great boon to the 
traveling public, as It will avoid tho weari- 
some and vexatious delays at Northport and 
Waneta. Thore are rumors also of a daily 
passenger train being sent through. Some 
of the rumors bring thia train only to North- 
port, while others bring it right to Nelson. 

Ore Is beginning to go out in good shape. 
The Trail Creek oamp is rapidly catching up 
to the Slocan, and it must be remembered 
that the ore from Trail Creek comes almost 
exclusively from two mines only, the Le 
Roi and the War Eigla. 

AIN8WOKTH. 

(From the Nelson Minor.) 

Mr. MoVicor hae succeeded in obtaining 
a lease of tho concentrator at No. 1 and will 
shortly commence operations with it. The 
ooncentratea will be shipped to Pilot Bay. 

The Black Diamond baa commenced ship- 
ping ore, of which afaoat 500 tons are ready 
to go oat. 

EXPERIMENTAL FIIiTBES. 

To TUB EiiiTOB: — Taking an interest in 
the experimental filters, and after reading 
the letters in the Colonist by " J. Durie " 
and " B. C," I decided to form my own 
opinion; the result I trust you will kindly 
insert in your paper. 

Both filters are boxes with glaaa fronta 
and covered in. Each box contains about 
equal deptha of coarae gravel, fine gravel, 
and sand in the order given, the sand being 
on top. In the downward filter tho supply 
water enters above the sand, the outlet for 
the discbarge of filtersd water is at the bot- 
tom, and having an overflow pipe at the top 
of the box. 

I noticed that a layer of mud or sediment 
has ooated the top of the eand in this filter 
and filteration haa entirely ceased aa no 
water paaaoa out of the discharge pipo at the 
bottom; It haa riaen to the top of the box 
and ia running off by the ovei flow unfiltercd 
If tho top or cover were removed along with 
the overflow pipe the water would aimply 
overflow over the sides of tho box still uu- 
filtered. I take it that the covers are on 
merely to keep out foreign matter (which I 
consider a very wise provision) as they do 
not otherwise affect the flow of the water. 
Practically tho downward fitter has failed to 
work and requires cleansing. 

The apward filter haa the inlet or supply 
entering the bottom of the box amongst 
the coarse gravel, the discharge pipe 
being at the top of the box. 
This filter is working ail right. There is no 
"suction" and the discharge pipe is not a 
" syphon," being merely a hole in tho aide 
of the box at top having a pipe leading to 
the ground the water not filling the pipe, it 
only dropping from same at the rate it 
enters tho filter. 

I consider tho experiment conoludi d when 
one filter ooaaes to act, the dowu'vard one 
haa ceuBod to tlltor water and ia apparent to 
oven an unprofessional. 

Previous to seeing thoae filters my own 
opinion was that tho upward was tho beat, 
would ivork tho longest aud coat tho least 
for cleanaing. Aa can bo oeeu by tho down- 
ward filter, u amull dcpoait of mud over the 
sand chokes it and ronilora it unfit for uau. 
ft must bo plain to any ono that tho upward 
filter would havo to be half filled with mud, 
US it would aettlo amongab the coarse gravel, 
before it would coaao to work, and until 
ootiroly stopped clean water would bo re- 
ceived coming through tho sand. 

To oluanse this filter, if tho discharge 
(supply to the city) were out off and a largo 
sluico made at bottom of filter bed, by turn- 
ing on tho water the mud would be lluahed 
through the sluice in a few hours and the 
filter beds ready again for nae.

Publislied Reports Said to Be Substan- 
tially Correct— Why a D. S. 
Cruiser Was Sent. 



Washington, Feb. 4.— The report from 
Seorotary Gmham relating to Hawaiian 
affaira, aent by the President to-day to the 
Eonse of Bepreuentatives, says that the Sec- 
retary of State, to whom was referred the 
reaolutlon of the House of Representatives 
dated February 1, 1806, requesting the 
President to traoamit to the House uf Repre- 
sentatives, if not inoompatible with the pub- 
lie interests, all oorrespondenoe, documouts 
or other information, if any, in the poesea- 
glon of the government. In regard 
to arma having been famished by 
British sabjeots to persons in rebol- 
lioa againal) the govornraent of the 
Hawaiian islanda, or in regard to any intor- 
ventioQ by the representatives of Groat 
Britain to proventthe appUoatton of law as 
proolalmod by eaid KOVornrnQnt tp those pop- 
oerned In S?.id robnUiou who oUlm to bo 
Britiah aubjeota, haa the lionor to report 
that the dopirtmont haa uo iufornm'iou in 
refiard to arma havii'g boon furnished by 
Britiah aubjeoto to paraona in rabolllon 
againab tho government of the Hnwuiinn 
islanda ; but in u tolBt;riim from tho UnlLed 
States miuiator ut llonohihi, JuDunry 11, 
forwardud by way cf Siiii l'"r:»i!oiuco, Mr. 
Williu S'iid, " the liriiia aro rcpirled to hikvo 
been brought from Vuncouver by Lho 
Norma." Thin telegram mid Mr. Willie' 
diaputch No. 81, of the aunia liutu, were 
given to tho press on their receipt Al- 
though not directly reapnnaive to the resohi- 
tion, copies are submitt ed nf tho oorroapond- 
cnoe exchanged with the United Statea lega- 
tion at Honolulu in regard to alleged filli- 
buQtering movements, and upprohoniiod nhip- 
montu cf arms from San Francisco in Novem- 
ber last. The Department of State has no in- 
formation in regard to any intervention by 
repreaontativea of Great Britain to prevent 
the application of martial law bo proolainied 
by tho Hawaiian government to those con- 
oorood in the reoeut rebellion who claim to 
be British subjeots, or of any foreign repru- 
sentatioBB whatever in the oase, than the 
atatepsent contained in a note of tho 
Hawaiian minister to tho undersigned under 
date of January 20, 1895, that the British 
commissioner at Honolulu, Mr. Bawes, has 
oalledi upon the government of Hawaii to 
give him aasuranoes that no capital pnniah- 
ment will be inflioted upon the insurreotion- 
ists, there being fifteen Englishmen under 
arrest, which requested aaaaranca the gov- 
ernment has refused to give. Copies cf thia 
note of Mr. Thurston's ond of tho reply of 
the underaigned are also annexed. 

Under dale or Honolulu, February 10, 
Minister Willis transmitted to Scurelary 
Greaham liio following note of the same 
date from Mr. Hatch, Hawaiian minister ot 
foreign affairs, adding that when be re- 
ceived it lio had' briefly telegraphed to tho 
Secretary : 

Dei'ARTMent of Foreign' Affairs, Hono- 
L0LO, Nov. 10. 

SiK : — Information haa junt boon received 
at this office, tendmg to ehow that a tilli- 
bnstering expedition against this govern- 
ment is being fitted out in San Franoisoo, 
and that one of the following oteam-vessels, 
the Rosalie or the Alexandria, will be used 
for the purpose. The information points 
more strongly to the latter. I desire to ask 
the good oUiues of your government to pre- 
vent the shipment of arms on these vessels 
for saoh purpose. 

(Signed) F. M. Hatoh. 

The Secretary's reply to this note was as 
follows, under date of November 26 : 

Tho Secretary acknowledges the receipt 
of the cypher telegram wired from San Fran- 
cisco November 17, and continues : " On 
tho 19ch instant the Hawaiian charge d'af- 
faires called at tho department on my invi- 
tation, and iu reply, to an inquiry said he 
had no information that arms had been or 
were to be shipped from Sin Franoleoo for 
nao againat the government) of Hawaii. I 
tlien handed him your telegram, which ho 
road and remarked that on the same day ho 
received a telegram from hia government 
via S in Francisco but that it contained no 
such information. Mr. Haatings further 
remarked that ho was familiar with our 
neutrality laws, and that ho did not tbioU 
your telegram required action looking to 
their enforcement. It does not appear why 
Mr. Hatch did not communioate to tho 
United States through tho Hawaiian lega- 
tion at Washington tho information In hia 
possession wliich he thought tended to ohow 
that a filibustering expedition waa being 
fitted out at San Franclrco against his gov- 
ernment. (Signed) W. Q Gke,siiam." 

The oorrespondenoe with Minister Thurs- 
ton began with tho followiag loiter to 
Secretary Gresham, dated January 20 : 

SiB : — I have the honor to Inform you 
that I have reoeived from the governmunt 
a tolegraphic communioatlon stating that 
tho insurrection in Honolulu has been 
broken ; that several of the leaders and 
their remaining followers wore fugitives iu

I iiin 
uIbo infiiriiii d l]y Mr. Hatch, who h. now i.'i 
San Fcaiieinci), that liu will return l.'i Hono- 
lulu by the H'.eamer Autiiralii., llio nailing of 
which boo l)ci!ii po.st pdncd until Monday 
next. From my ki>i)vvledi;a of tho namea, 
localiliei! and i;i'n'iitionB, I holinvu the preoa 
diepaU.-hcH oonciTiiing tliu detaila of ineur- 
rcotiim to bo auliBlaiilally eorrcct. Tho 
subject of the pruBonoe of an Amoricin man- 
of-war at Honolulu haa been recently tho 
subject of diseuiiaion in tho proas unci elao- 
whero. It doea not lio within iny province 
to eugpost any course of aotii5n on tho part 
of the Utdted Staloa concerning tho subject. 
I feel that it is due to your government and 
to tho largo American papulation and pro- 
perty inloreula in Hawaii, to stale that 
although tho government of Hawaii io, and 
will ooDtinuo in tho future as it liau been iu 
the past, fully able to maintain itoelf againat 
tho attacks of oil domoatio enomiea, in 
view of tho eerious nature of the charges 
now pending against u large number 
of both foreigners and natives and of 
other complioating conditions, the state of 
afifairsat the islands is uritloal, as in tho 
event of further insurrootion or complica- 
tion although the government will use every 
endeavor to protoot foreign citizens and 
their property, it is not Imposalble that 
sudden ooutingenclcs may arise, or overt 
nets of violence take place, ttgalual which 
tho government with Ita limited police ond 
military foroo will temporarily bo unable to 
aflord protection. (Signed) L. A. Thurs- 
ton.

Brooklyn Car Men Take Posscfislon of City 
llnll Square— The Petition of the 
Aldermen Granted. 

Brooklyn, N Y. , Feb. 4.— Although tho 
authorities had refused t:o give a permit for 
a labor demonstration at the city hall to- 
day nearly two thousand laborers assembled 
at Mogge'a hall thia afternoon and marched 
down Fulton atreet, cheering the union 
cars and hooting the non-union cars until 
they reached the city hall, whore they 
broke through tho polioo line formed around 
the city hall to keep tho crowds away, and 
took possession of thu city hall stops and tho 
triangle in front of the oily hall. The grand 
demonstration planned by tho strikers to 
overawe the oivio authorities by force of 
numbers was, however, a failure. Mayor 
Schoron at tho eloveuth hour decided tlial 
his proclamation of two weeka ogo ordering 
the eltiaon to refrain from congregating on 
the streets ot the oity is still in force, and 
under directions from him tho police cleared 
the square of tho crowd which had asoem- 
bled in reapouse to the prder of Chief Con- 
nolly and others of the executive committee 
of the strikers. 

Tho men aro highly indignant at tho 
action of thj authorities in refusing them 
the privilege to assemble for tho purpose of 
petition and prayer for relief from uojuat 
usage. While they were rebuffed by tho 
police In front of the city ball their loader 
entered alone by a rear door, and was per- 
mitted to carry hia bundle of petitions to 
tho counoil chamber, where tho board of 
aldermen, after a brief discussion, passed 
by a, vote of 10 to 8 the rssolntion prayed 
for, and revoked the grants to the Brook- 
lyn City and Atlantic Avenue Trol- 
ley oompacioB, The action of the 
board even if it escapes the mayor's 
veto, which ia not likely, is not 
expected to have a serioDS effdct on the oom- 
paniea. The power of tho board of aldermen 
to nummarily revoke rights granted to com- 
mon carriers ia (luestionod, and tho aldermen 
themselves are somewhat hu/.y as to liow 
they oan hope to enforce their action. 
Should tho proceedings before Lho Atiornoy- 
General in Albany result in tho forfeiture of 
tho companies' chartoro, tlio acion of tho 
common council to-day wciild become 
operative, but otherwise it will have little 
effect. Aside from tho gathering at the city 
hall, thorn wia no change in tho etriko 
situation. Two o-" three aeaaulta upon 
motormon nnd coniluetora woru reported 
and several colllfiionH between trolley c .r-i 
and strik'.'rn oecurred. One niotorman ^\ 
sent to lho hoepital with a acalp wound in- 
flicted by the strikers and the police fui - 
uiahed the surgeons with two oaaea for acalp 
treatment. 

The February grand jury was aworn in 
and ohorgod to ooe that whoever has tram- 
pled upon tho law be brought to justice. 
Justice Gayncr granted a writ of alternative 
mandamus to-doy againat tho Atlantic 
avenue roilroad company, A peremptory 
writ was applied for on Friday. Tho com- 
pany will havo twenty days to answer,

The Timea made an attack yesterday on 
the Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works 
on no better grounds than the aoaasatioDs 
and Insinuations contained in the letter of

are trne," Why then did it publish them, 
partionlarly when a Committee has been 
appointed by the House to inquire Into the 
matter of tho contraota for tho oonatruotion 
of the Parliamentary Buildings and 
has been pursuing its Inquiries ? When tho 
report of that oommittee appears tho Times 
will see whether or not the Chief Commis- 
aioner has done anything worthy of blame. 
Why does it not wait until then ? This 
would be a more honorable as well as a 
wiser course than to publish a number of 
oharfjes over a nom (2e />^u>ne, not knowing 
whether or not, as it has to admit, there is 
a word of trnth in them. 

The Chief Commissioner will show good 
judgment if he treats with silent contempt 
the untruthful and libellous inainuatioue 
made by the cowardly anonymous corres- 
pondent of tho Timea, Insiaoationa vrhiob 
even our contemporary, unscrupulous as it 
it, does not venture to endorse. 



SA TISFA OTORY DB VEL 0PM BN T. 

Kootonay haa begun to fulfil ita proniiao. 
Not very long ai;o those who declared that 
Kootenay was an exceedingly rich country 
and predicted that before long its yield of 
precious metals would be very great were 
set down by the fcrowd of unboliovora ae 
Bchoming and unaorupulouB baomora or un- 
practical Ihooriala and dreamers who auw 
indioatiooa of wealth where none existed 
and who represented every lead that was 
discovered to be a ohoosand times 
larger and richer than it really vvaa. 
Some timo ago it did appear aa 
If the doubte^a and tho inoreduloua had tho 
boat of it. Very little wua hoard about tho 
Kootonay diatriot, and lb was confidently 
asserted that the boom had died out. Hut 
thero were men whose fitltb in that mining 
region never for a moment weakened. They 
knew that tho metala wore there and that 
all that waa needed to make thorn available 
were entcrpriuo and capital. Thoao men 
kept on working. Hailroads were projected 
and constructed, and concentrating and 
■melting works were planned and oom- 
menced. Capital, too, has been brought 
into tho country, and minoB have 
boon opouod and worked. Ore in large 
qnantltios hua boon ahlppod to tho Bmoltera 
and good returns have bean received. 

Tho Kootenay Mining and Smelting Com- 
pany's plant at Pilot Bay will he toon ready 
to t>egln operations, the oonoentrator hati 
already been at work. This smelter is situ- 
ated In tho midab of a rich mining diatrict. 
It will, thoroforc, rocoivo tho output of the 
mines of a large area. The piospooti ia that 
it will, before long, have as much work aa it 
can do and will be kept constantly In 
operation. The pluokyand energetio men 
who, In the face of difiSoultiea and dia- 
oonragementa, oommenced tho works 
and .carried them out to oomplotlon will, 
we hope and believe, receive a rich reward 



for their enterprise and their perieveranoe. 
If matters turn oat in that region aa there 
la now the best reason to expect, the Smelt- 
ing Company will not only have made a 
good inveatment, but they will havu been to 
no small extent the benefaotors of the whole 
Frovlnoe. 

It is believed that the yield of the Koot- 
enay mines will, during the present year, 
amount to many millions of dollars. The 

aggreeate shipments for January alone are 
oatimatod to amount to over f '250, 000. If 
this Is the case when mining enterprlce la In 
ita infancy, what will be the output when 
the mineral resources of the region become 
fully developed ? 



TBB LIISBEAL TRADE POLICY. 

One olToot of Mr. Lnuner'a Montreal 
speech has boon to show in a clearer light 
than ever the differenoe that there is bo- 
tween the nondescript kind of trade policy 
he proposes to establish and EDgliah free 
trade. Ho and bis Imitators talk loudly 
about free trade. One would suppoEO from 
what tlioy say and write that thoy are pro- 
psired to give the country the kind of 
trade they praise so highly. It must 
be a disappointment to honest and 
genuine free traders to find when 
they closely examine Mr. Laorier's 
utteranooB that what lia really does propose 
U to give tho country not free trade in the 
English or any other sense, but sumething 
that does not bear to it the remotest re- 
semblance. The Toronto Empire direota 
attention to the Liberal leader's Inconsis- 
tency and disingennouBnesB in the following 
passage : 

But when ho brg'in to detino his policy, 
Mr. Liurier told his hoaroro that he did not 
intend to grant tho fruo trade In which hid 
party boliuvod — iho freo trade which ex- 
imod in Groat Britain. In aubfltanco the 
honnrablo gentleman eays : " Wo aro free 
tradora ; wo believe in free trade ; wo aak 
you to support ua becauae wo aro free 
traders ; but you ^niuet not expect ua to 
ealabliah free trade if we come into power." 
0, no ; free trade ia a lino cry witli which to 
each votea ; but it in lnipraotlo;iblo. Free 
tradu la a phraao which aouuda well ; but it 
ia intended to be a cry and nothing but a 
cry. So far aa it ia used, it ia used to de- 
ceive tho people of Canada, and to induce 
them to think the Reform party would. If in 
power, do something the leaders of that 
party have no intention of doing or even of 
attempting. 

What, then, does Mr. Lanrler say hia 
party shall do, if it shall over have power to 
do anything ? " Our object," says the hon- 
orablo gentleman, " i^ to have a customs 
tariCf baaed upon the principle of revenue 
only." And, once more; "The step in 
England was all the way from pioteotion to 
f Joe trade, whereas we propose in Canada to 
go from protection to a revenue tarifif." 
Thns, after asking for support beoanse be is 
a free trader, Mr. Lanrier tells the country 
that the tariff hia party would frame If It 
were in power wonid not be a free trade 
tariff, hut a tariff for revenue only. Coo 
may admire the dexterity of the politician 
who juggles with Ideas In that manner, but 
it is impossible to admire either his uonalat- 
onoy or his candor. 

Any genuine free trader who aooepta Mr. 
Liurler'a polloy on aooount of his fine talk 
about free trade and hia donunolation of 
protection is as simple and aa unauspooting 
as the silly fish which bites at the bare hook. 
Mr. Laurler's hook, we will do him the jus- 
tice to say, la not baited. He does not even 
promise hia hearers free trade. On the con- 
trary, ho tells them plainly that free trade 
is " impoasiblo " In thia country under pre- 
sentcircumBtauceg. All that he does isto talk 
prettily about free trade. After having de- 
sorlbed its advantages and [its beauties he 
does not tell hia bearers that ho will If they 
vote for him get for thom thia very good 
thing. He saya in cfTeot : "Free trade Is 
fine, it is boautiful, it will make the coun- 
try rich ; but it ia not for you. I am going 
to give you something else. I am going to 
give yon a tariff for revenue only, and I pro- 
pose to got nearly all the money that is re- 
quired to carry on the Government from 
that revenue tariff." 



A RO UilBNTA Tl VB OHRISTIA NS. 

There are good people in tho State of 
Maryland who believe in keeping the 
seventh day holy and in doing on that day no 
manner of work. They believe that the 

other six days of tho week aro enough to 
labor In and to do all that thoy havo to do 
These people think that in keeping tho 
seventh day holy they are obeying the 
Fourth Commandment of the Decalogue. 

Unfortunately, one of the six days which 
they think they are freo to work 
in ia Sunday, and after, having kept 
tho anvonth day holy, thoy do ordi- 
nary work on the firat day of the week. 
Bat the authorities of the State interfere 
and tell them that they must not work on 
Sunday, and when they persist in working 
on the first day of the week those authori 
ties arroat, prosoouto and impriaon them, 
One of thoao men who ljuliove it to bo their 
duty to keep tho aoventh doy holy, and who 
conaidcr thomaolvoa fruo to work on every 
other day of tho week, waa proaooutod for 
ohopping wood and another for hoeing in hia 
garden. The magistrate paid no attention 
to their plea that thoy had kept tho day 
montionod in tho Commandment holy. 
They had, in obedionco to tho divine 
law, done no manner of work 
the seventh day. He oonsidered that ho 
had nothing to do with their religion or 
their interpretation of the Foarth Com- 
mandment. The law of tho land declared 
that they should not work on tho firat day 
of the wook, and it was his duty to enforco 
that law. Ho was no doubt right. But tho 
pooplo among whom the offenders lived 
thought it a strange thing that the men who 
had literally and oonsoientiously obeyed the 
Commandment of tho Dooaloguo should bo 
punished as evildoora. There was much 
controversy and some oxoitomonb in the 
neighborhood on tho subjoob. Theprosoouted 
men, who protess to be Chrletians, a\y that 
the Fourth Commandment baa never been 
repealed. They hold that no earthly legis- 
laturo has the power to altor and amend 
that law and to aubstituto tho Orat day of 
tho week for the " Seventh Day " mentioned 



In the Commandment. They also ° chal- 
lenged the magistrate and the law-makers 
of Maryland to show them the paaaage in 

the Kew Testament In which the keeping of 
the seventh day aa hallowed by divine com- 
mand was done away with and Sunday sub- 
stituted for it. Perhapi the hon. member for 
New Weatmlnater knows how to refute the 
argumenifl of theao stubborn religionlata— for 
ho haa imroduciid a inouauro into tho Legia- 
laluro of thia Province under which, if it 
becomes law, tho niau who keepa holy the 
day moulioned in the Fourth Command- 
ment and in iho way proscribed by the Jew- 
ish law — from tunaet on Friday to sunset on 
Saturday — will, if he works on the first day 
of tho vvoi'k, be exposed to punishment by 
fine and imprisonment. 

TEB PUBLIG HEALTH. 

Tho auchoritiea of tho State of New York 
have, like those of many other states and 
provinces, baen trying to find out whetlier 
the public health Is endangered by tho use of 
milk from animals Buffering from tubor- 
ouloaia. Thoro waa in that atato, aa there 
aro in moat other placua, people who declare 
that thero are no grouuda for tho alarm that 
baa been raised, and that tho inspection of 
dairies and the slaughtering cf diseased 
cows ia nothieg but an expensive and a 
mlaohiovous fad. A commlasion was, by the 
state govercment, appointed to enquire 
into tho matter and to report. That Com- 
miaaion, composed of men whoae ability to 
do the work thoy undertook, was, as far aa 
we can learn unquestioned, have pursued 
their inquiry and have reported. The fol- 
lowing paragraphs aro part of their report : 

Tuborculouia cauaea one in every eight 
deathi in thia Stain. No other diueaao up- 
proacbca thin aa a cauao of mortality to tho 
human family. Tliiire ia coniplote unani- 
mity of opinion now in tho bcientilic world 
as to Ita oommunioability from man to inan 
and from animals to mun aod mun to ani- 
mals. That milk and ita products will con- 
voy it has boon proven repeatedly. When 
it ia considered that milk is the principal 
oUment during childhood, and enters largely 
into tho dit'tiry for all ages, it is a highly 
impor tint ijuoation. 

There ahuuld bo some supervision of our 
meat and milk supply. A stamping-out 
policy can now be pub into action by rigor- 
ous inapeotion, firat directed in tho diatri- 
buting centres and milk auppliea of niunioi- 
palitiea and dairies supplying milk to ohoeae 
fti.atories, creameries and condeoaoriea, after 
whioh examination should extend to more 
remote districts. Such action would be 
speedily followed by the complete extlno- 
tlon of tho disease. 

The queation ia one of political economy 
in the improvement of the dairy intereata 
and the betterment of public health. While 
it is admitted that thia work will involve a 
large expenditure, the altimate gain to the 
agriculturists and in the saving cf human 
life will be beyond estimation. 

It aeema to us that it would be better for 
thoao who write on this subject to use the 
word " consumption " instead of " tuberou- 
loaia." "Consumption" ia a word familiar 
to all, and every one knows bow dreadfully 
desbrnotive it is. There are many who take 
but a feeble interest in the efforts of govern- 
nienta to put a atop to the spread of tuber- 
culosis who would watoh with the ntmost 
solicitude any effort of the authoritioa to 
lessen the ravages of that fell diaeaao, con- 
sumption. There is, besides, quite a num- 
ber in every community who do not know or 
are not sure that consumption is a communi- 
cable disease. They may have a suapicion 
that it can be " caught " in some mysterious 
way from human beings, but thoy have not 
the remotoatidoa that they and their children 
many " oatoh " It from cows whioh aro kept 
oub In the country miles away. If lb were 
unlveraally known that dairies are Inspected 
and cows are slaughtered to keep ooosnmp- 
tlon out of the oommucity, there would be 
much more sympathy with the authorities 
than thero Is. Tuborouloala, la a fine term, 
and has a learned sound, but for practical 
purposes oonaumption ia muoh the better 
word.

Saillnsr Vessels to Ply Between Van- 
conver and San Francisco- 
Waterfront Notes- 



With the exception of two or three 
schooners tho veasels of the sealing fleet are 
now all away. Four cleared yesterday, and 
within a very few days all will have Bailed. 

Of tho 52 vessola which have sailed, 20 have 
gone to Japan, leaving ono-half tho fleet to 
hunt in Britiah Columbia and Pacific coast 
watora. Of course whore tho gun is usod in- 
stead of spears tho white man's sorviccs are 
most needed, and as this la the oase on the 
Japan coast, out of a total of 605 hunters 
who have gono thoro, all but 100 are whitea. 
There are, however, a few entire white 
crows who will bo engaged spearing on this 
coast this year. On the voaaola which have 
not gono to Japan there ore 178 whitea and 
(i02 Indians, making a total of 1,;!85 om- 
pliiyod in tho industry, exclueivo of those 
who will yot go to sea ou tho schoonora atill 
in port. Tho four veaaols which cleared 
yesterday, whoeo orows are included in tho 
above totals, ond which will seal on this 
coast, are : Tho Paohwallis, a .Siwash 
craft, commanded by Jimmy Nyetan, and 
carrying a crow of 10 notivea ; the Moun- 
tain Chief, another Siwofch c.-aft, com- 
mandid by an Indian named Newaseun, and 
carrying a crew of 17, includiog two whites ; 
tho Labrad ir, conmiandod by Capt. J. Wil- 
liams, and carrying a crew of 19 Indiana, 
and the Favorite, Capt. McLean, with a 
crow of 7 whit(3a aod liG Indians. 
m-siNi-;.ss Ol'- tiik i Ati north to iik dividkd. 

Already a Chioagnan transportation and 
tradii g company have announced their in- 
tentiiui of cnUTing into the Alaska st 
ship buaineaa this year. Their liratateamer 
will aail from San Francisco on May 25 and 
their second on July 1. On making their 
Nurthern trip thoBo shipa will call at vari 
CUB places ua fnllowa : Touch at Soattlo 
May 30 and July 5 ; Victoria, Juno '. 
and July 7 ; Ounalaaka, June 1,") .".nd July 
20; St. Michael's Island, June 20 and 
July 25 ; Koizibe Sound, Juno .'iO and 
August 5 The company has mado ar- 
rangomonta whereby touriita will have an 
opportunity of visiting tho Arctic snaa, tho 
Yukon rivor, Bohring struit, DIomede 
ialandfl in the Behring aea, tho volcanoes of 
the Aleutian iaiande, and the Alaska pen 
insula. Tbe ateam schooner Mischief, 
which made a apeoial trip to the Yukon 
river last year for this company, ezptc'.s to 
rccaivo another such contract in tho course 
of a few montha. 

A SAN KRANCl.SCO- VANCOUVER line. 

Messrs. Keen U Company of Vancouver, 
have made arrangamenta with some San 
Franoiaoo shipping men for a fortnightly 
sailing vessel oervico botwoon the Golden 
Gate and tho Terminal City. Tho barken- 
tine Portland will bo plaood on tho new lino 
to inaugurate tho aorvioo on Thursday next, 
and will bo followed by other vessels, It is 
not known yet whether or not Victoria will 
bo included in the points of call of the now 
line, but as she has already a good five day 
steamship aervice with San Francisco it ia

There were four wit- 
neseea examined at tho last day of tha pre- 
liminary hearing— Chief Deasy of tho fire 
departinen!, ('onstablo Gilohriec of tho oily 
police, John Coltart, witli whom thf inpur- 
anco was CArricil, mi I Mary Von Vnlsuu. 
Tho last mentioned wi'neus related a coi - 
verualion between titickiiorlh and herself, 
which took plucj tho (iay after the (iro. 
Siicknorth camo to her, eho eaid, and eor- 
rowfully informed her that hin place had 
b'jen burned dou-u. Tlien ho aasumtd uo 
air of deep di j^olion, and began to weep 
" 1 dry your crocodile tears," she had 
said, "you know you net fire to it your- 
self." He had said at lirst that he didn't 
know who could liivo aot iho placo on fire — 
that thero waa no tiro when ho left tho houao 
and no lamp lighted. Afterwards ho told 
her that there was a lamp in tho hall when 
ho camo home, and ho kicked it over, ao 
sotting lire to the house. After she hud 
aaid that bo knew very well that ho aot tho 
placo aCro himaolf, Sticknorth had said : 
" Well, keep very quiet about It — I'm 
afraid I'm going to have some trouble with 
tho insurance people. 1 wish tho whole 
thing had been burned." Continuing, be 
remarked that he had " fixed lb all right," 
bub had intended waiting a few nights so 
that ho could have made sure that Mr.

FORrY-SIXTH DAY. 

MoNDAT, Feb. 4, 1895. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2 p. in. 

Dr. Walxeu moved: "That a aeloot 
committee, oonsiettog of Measra. Booth, 
Kennedy, Eberte, Sword and the mover, be 
a|ipointed lo inquire ioto the aabjeot of the 

Setltion preaeaced to thia houaa by Mr. 
;igga, ot the city of Nanaimo, and report 
thereon." Loat; aeveral of those namod 
oonsidering the matter one for the oourta 
rather than for the honae. 

The houte went into cammittco on the 
jneaaage of the Liooionant-Governor trans- 
mitting the tnpplementary eatimatea, with 
Mr. Eberta in the ohair, Batimatea reported 
to the honae, and referred to oommittea of 
eopply. 

Hon. Mr. Martin presented a return of the 
correapondeooa reapeoting hydranlio mining 
company leasee. 

The house went into oommitteeon the bill 
to amend the mineral not, Mr. Rithet in tbo 
chair. Reported complote with amend- 
tnenta. 

The honae went into oommittee on the bill 
to amend the plaoer mining uct, with Mr. 
Graham in the chair. At aix o'clock the 
honae took reoeaa. 

After Kecois. 

The honae again wenb into committee on 
the placer mining bill, Mr. Gruhum in tho 
ohair. Reported compleco with amend- 
mentg. 

Mk Sk.mun reaumod tho adjourned de- 
bate on tho second reading; uf tho uaaoss- 
ment uot amendment bill. He eaid that 
during tbo eleotion campaign ho found no 
more general demand than that for tho re- 
moval of what ia termed tho tin on mort- 
gagee. Heoould not see that this bill ut all 
modifiea that grievano», and he felt that 
nntil the government does away with thia 
Bpeclea of olaaa taxation there will oontioue 
to be a great deal of diasatiafaotion. He 
would oppoae the second reading. 

Bill read n aeoond time. 

Hon. Mr. Davie movod tho second read- 
ing of the bill reapeoting roligioua and 
oharitabia aooietiea, ita objec:t being, he 
explained, to define the rights of such 
aooietiea with reapeotto the hokiiiif; of luud 
and other property. Some of these inatitu- 
tiona have by their acta of iooorporation the 
right to hold land without limit, but there 
are eomo that have received no special auth- 
ority to hold land at all. In tho bill as it 
atanda thera ia no limit to the quantity 
which may be held, but ho would have no 
objoction lo some uuch restiiclion, ao long 
aa it applloB tquully to all. Ho introduced 
tho bill in couBcquenoo of what ho rather 
thought io a miaapprohension on tho part of 
some of thoao bodies, that because the legia- 
laturo omitted to Btato their right to bold 
land thoy have no power to do ao. 
1^ Read a aeooud time. 

I.KoUOR l.ICKNSKH. 

Hon. Mr. Davik moved tho eecond read- 
ing of tho bill to amend the act ro- 
apectiug rotoil iicjuor lioonsea. Ita chief ob- 
ject ia, he aaid, lo oneuro that tho owner of 
a building shall not bo at tho mercy of 
tenant holding a liconso extending hayond 
the term of his tenancy. He wished to cor- 
rect a misapproboneion which has been 
created by some of the uninformed, shown 
by a statement which he saw in a 
paper the other day that tho object of 
thia bill is to create a vested right in 
lloenaea. The aot certainly waa not drawn 
up with any such intention, and if any hon. 
gentleman tbinka that it ia to that eHect, 
and will move to amend it by a provision to 
the contrary, be (Mr. Davie) would have no 
objection whatever to the amendment. 

Mr. Sbmlin obj acted that to provide that 
the lioenae ahall be to the honae inatead of 
to the man ia an aaaertion of veated rights. 

Mr, Booth aaked for aome proviaion by 
wUah an owner would be made reaponaible 
for the behavionr of bia tenant. 

Read a aeoond time on diviaion of 16 to 8. 

Hon. Mr. Mabtin' moved the aecond 
reading of the bill to amend the British Co- 
lumbia railway act, which he said ho 
brought in not as a government moaauro 
but on his roaponsibillty as a member of tho 
house, at tho request of tho provincial land 
surveyora' aaeooiatlon. It dealt with maps 
and plans required to be filed by railway 
corporationa, and required that they ahould 
bo made or approved by provincial land 
surveyors. 

Mk. Hn.NTER said thia was a bill 
simply for tho protection of tho 
provincial land aurvcyora against tho civil 
enginoora of thia province and all tho rest 
of the world, and ho therefore did uot in- 
tend to aeo it pass without the house being 
informed aa to ita nature. Ho explained 
that tho profesuion of civil engineering in 
England includes laud survoyiug, and yet 
at the instance of tho provincial surveyors 
the house in 1892 passed an amendment to 
their act providing that no Hritiah civil en- 
gineer may practise hero until ho has aervod 
a year with nomo surveyor in the 
province, aix months of which must be apent 
in work in tho field. "JuaC fanoy," ha 
aaid, " a British civil engineer of any stand- 
ing being required to aerve an apprentico- 
ahip to aome of the boya we aee making aur- 
veya here ! " Though a member of the land 
anrveyora' aaaooiatlon he waa aleo an 
engineer, and he objeoted to all auch pro- 
viaiona aa thoae in tho bill that after an 
engineer haa constructed a road ho must 
get a provincial land aurvoyor to make 
a plan of the right of way or to certify to 
tho oorrectnoBB of the piano, when tho 
engineer himself could eanily have made the 
plana in hia idle tlmn aa tho cnnatruction 
progreaocd, when lie had all tho data bufore 
him. 

Hi)N. Mu D.wiK Euld that, although he 
might probuliiy (iud hiiiiocif in u minority 
on this occanion ho intonded lo 
vote for iho Ficooiul rradiug. The 
bill, ho cnnijiderod, conaervea the righta 
of an iinportanl uoctioii nf the comtnuuity 
v/ho very well dtHcrvti cnnn'dcration. He 
thouglit tho hill v.ould ainiply ni:ceBaitato 
tho ohoico lii!tw('(;n a mi\n who haa provtd 
hinisolf f|uali(ied and one who may be (|U-ili- 
(iod bu' liau not proved himarlf to be uo ; 
and while it might work aomo hardahip in 
individual caaf s lio thought tho principle of 
the bill a good one. 

jjii. Wai.kk.m oppoDod tho bill, for roaaona 
similar to thoae stated by Mr. Hunter, and 
if he voted for ita eccond reading it would 
be simply bocauao he expected to eee it 
amended in oommittee. 

Mr. Booth aaid he agreed with Mr. Han- 
tor that the houae migho well dlapenae with 
thia bill altogether. 

Second reading refuaed " on diviaion." 

The houaa went into oommittee on tho 
Qaeanelle lake dam bill. Dr. Walkem in tho 
ohair. Reported complete with amend- 
menta, 

Tho houae adjourned at 11:15 p.m.

STOCKS IN HEW YOEK. 

Improvement In Pricea-The Treaanry Iioan 
• tlkely to Be Saccesafal. 

New York, Feb. 4.— The tendency of 
pricoa at the atook exchange during tho 
early trading to-day waa downward, oporu- 
tore having been diaappointed at the delay 
in the bond isaue. The defeat of the Roilly 
bill in tho houao on Saturday led to selling 
for both home, and foreign account, and aa u 
result prices fell .} to 2 per cent, in the first 
hour. After tho first hour the market 
gradually gathered atrength and prices 
moved up. The improvement was due to a 
reduction in oiohnnge to 4 87i and 4 89 ; 
the return of $5,500,000 gold to the sub- 
treasury by Lazar Frerea and to an uncon- 
firmed rumor that the call for tho bond issue 
will be given out to-morrow. In regard to 
tho bond matter, it ia stated on good author- 
ity that the call will not bo made public 
until Wednesday, and that tho iaauo will be 
$100,000,000. Of this amount $75,000,000 
ia to be placed in London, Paris, and Hol- 
land, and §25,000,000 at home. The lead- 
ing banks of thia city have arranged to aaalat 
the syndicate in making the loan a Buoceaa, 
and will advanoe all the gold neoeasary.

Furs nro hnggod warmly to grnoeful 
forms, and tiny feet stamp impatiently 
M'ith tho cold as tho owuors crowd 
around tho windows of a couple of our 
grandest stores wlioro fiomo of tbo new 
cotton goods for next summer's wear arc 
most tomptiugly displayed. Not all of 
tho stores iiro ready yet with their sum- 
mer's j,'oods, but those shown at those 
two j)Iace.s in-o like tho first flowers of 
spring. They recall tbo soft, Bultry days 
of summer, and it is oa^ to see tbat thoy 
must bo lovely when iv -woman who is 
usually BO snscoptible to oold can stand 
and gaze at thom until tho ico and snow 
around her are entirely forgotten. 

Tbo.so are t!io first of this so;ison, and 
if ouo accustomed to watch tlio coming 
and going of each now season's styleE 
may judge there will be a groat delving 
into tho almost forgotten records of the 
past for novelties for today.

There arudrganilii'S with llounces 
wliero there aro embroidered in silks of 
their natural colors trailing vines, 
wreaths and festoons. Those aro done on 
t ho matcri.-il so that tliosn parts otiii bo 
I'ut olV and si wod u]!, leaving I ho balance 
nf tho organdie phdu. There is always a 
Kilt piece for waist trimming, another 
for slcevop, etc., besides those for tho 
llounces. These aro also arraiigc^d so 
that in etiso the ^Vl•arer slioold prefer a 
double or trijjlti silcirt instetvd of a Oouuco 
it could be made up Ko. I think there 
will bo many double skirts, some of 
them looped up in festpons. 

Ono organdie dress pattern had the 
flounces worked witli a morning glory 
vino, natural size, tlie flowers being in 
tho difleniiit sliades of that frail and 
ovanoscent blos.som. It was most beau- 
tiful as a pioQo of needlework and as 
an artist's fancy. How it will look 
made up I cannot tell. There was a set 
of ribbons iu rho box with this, for all 
these dainty organdie robe patterns come 
iu separate boses, and these ribbons 
showed tho different colors of tbo con- 
volvulus. 

Ribbon has ni.aintainod its unusual 
favor all this season, and if wo can 
judge by these straws it will bo as lav- 
ishly used as before. There are some 
pure white organdies !>nd Swisses, and 
each of tlieso has three snt.s of ribbon, 
one white, ono i]ale pink and one where 
two shadoH of inirplo were used, ono 
very pale tiiid the other rich and dark. 

Purple, or, as tlio majority of people 
call it, heliotrope, htis boon much 
liked for many soason.s, and tho coming 
ono shows even greater popul.arity for 
all its shades. I must not omit to mon- 
tiou that many of tho fine swiss dross ' 



patterns aro embroidered in elaborate 
openwork designs, some of thom ex- 
tending half the length of tho skirt. Tho 
lower portion has larger, lieavier fig- 
ures, but tho Boallops aro not very deep, 
and all have a very firm edge. Indeed 
many aro so designed as to make a bom 
necessary. Thin is a wise arrangement 
and one which will doublo tho value of 
a dross, as tho scalloped bottom was so 
apt to fray and tear. 

There aro Bome new soft silk grena- 
dines. Tho general appearance of these 
Is a soft downy surfaco iu gray, drab or 
very light tan and biscuit, mottled faint- 
ly with darker shades of tho same color. 
Tliis grenadine has ono very fine oloso 
thread running lengthwise the fabric 
and a soft flossy one across. It makes an 
exqnisito material, bat a ratdier fragile 
one.

band, and then when it is loosened again 
it takes its pristine freshness. It is well 
adapted to the prevailing quaint stylos 
of dressmaking. 

I notice a novelty in whipcord for early 
spring. It is of a puro silver gray, close 
and firm and having nil of tho peculiar 
riohno.s,i of that fabric. Heretofore that 
has boon produced only in black. I saw 
a very striking dross mado of this sil- 
very gray. Tlio skirt was tirraiigcd iu a 
very novel style, there being o plain 
front with a godet plait down eaab side 
and throe in tho back. The left side 
soam was faced and brought over and 
hold down by eight largo molds covered 
with black velvet, three of them at tho 
bottom and five from the wtust line, 
leaving a clear space between thom.

Little Arthnr Into SiBTerjr 
Falls Tbronsrh. 



He Tries to Begaia Possession of .the 
' Terror Strickea Child, 
Bnt FaUsl 



Peter Bollinger ie nob to bo puniebed after 
all oi> the charge of eolling little Arthur 
lAtnonr into aUTery, aa for want of avi- 
denoe the oeb3 fell through yesterday and 
Bellinger walked out of tho court a free 
man. 

Bsllingor, having ohoacn a speedy trial, 
was brought yesterday before Mr. Justlec 
Drake. The prisoner was defended by Mr. 
'6. E. Powell, while Hom- A. N. BlohB.rda 
tepreaentod the Crown, The charge \rua 
' laid under oeotion 26i of tho Criminal Code, 
which provides that : 

" Every person is guilly of an indictable 
offence and liable to oovou yoarn' impriaou- 
ment who, without lawful authority, 
forcibly Roi/.JB and confines or impriaons any 
other person within Canada, or kidnapaany 
peraoQ with intent " * ' (o) To cause 
such other person to bo sold or captured^as 
a slave or in any way held in aorvicij against 
bis will." 

In addition to this tho Crown laid a 
charge of aeanult ugiinat tho priaonor. He 
pleaded not guilty. 

Hon. Mr. Hichiirdfi explained in opouing 
tho case that tho authoricieti had written 
Michigan to try uud get eonio further ev 
dence, hut had been uosucciiasful. 

Tho evidence in tho case was very short 
and only occupied a couple of hours. 
Bishop Lemmeus acted as interpreter for 
the Indians. 

John, a Kyuquot Indian, told how tho 
prisoner and little Arthur had gone North 
on the schooner Favorite last full 
Chuoklenett, and two months later ab 
potlaoh he had seen the two again. At the 
end of tho six days' potlaoh he saw them 
the houuo of Toucanose, the second chief 
the DyK^'^B'BBatB. Tontanosa and his wife^ 
Matinsk, were alio present. He saw the 
chief oonntiogouti money as witneae went in 
to the house and pay $90 to tho prisoner, who 
then told the child he had sold him, and the 
child began to cry. The prisoner then 
went away in a oanoe to Syoquob and 
■tay«d there until the Mando oamo, wheu 
he liid himself behind a pile of shingles for 
a couple of days till the vesael left. When 
the small steamer with the ofiScers aboard 
came later, prisoner again ran away and 
kept hidden until ho was arresbed. 

Crosa examincd, witness said he had nob 
heard any bargain made, but felb certain 
the child was being sold. 

Tontanoae gavo evidence as to Bellingo: 
bringing Arthur to his houao and asking 
■witnees to buy tho child. Witness had felt 
athamed and bung his hoad, but finally re 
fleeting that the child was miserable had 
paid prisoner .^90 for him. (There was a $20 
gold piece, two $10 gold pieces and the rest 
was in silver. 

Matinsk, Toutanoae's wife, told praoti 
<!ally tho aamo story. 

Constable Hutohiaon, who had made tho 
arrest of prisoner, gave the circumstances 
and told how f3ollinf;er, when on the way to 
jail, said ho would think ho gob off lightly if 
ho only got five years. Tho money found in 
Bollinger's poaaeasion at tho timo of his ar 
rest conaiatod of one i'20 and two $10 gold 
pieces and a lot of silver. 

Mr. Powell, for tho defence, held that no 
kidnapping had been disclosed nor any ovi 
dence to make an olfance under tho act 
He would like a ruling from the court. 

The court held that it was true tho olauae 
was headed kidnapping, but it was not lim 
itod to kidnapping. On tho other hand Mr 
Richards hadnot proved that the prisoner 
was nob tho father nor that he did not stand 
lb loco parentis to the child. 

Hon. Mr. Richards — Bat even then he 
would have no power to sell a child to a 
tribe of Indians. 

The Court held, however, that a parent 
might sell the aervioes of a child, as in tho 
case of binding an apprentice. He had no 
right to assume anything. It must bo 
shown that Bellinger had acted without law 
fnl aatbotity, otherwise there|was no case, 
Personally the judge might form his own 
opinion, but was only at liberty to go by the 
evidence. As to the charge of asiault no 
force or dareas was proved to make it appear 
that force had been used. 

Mr Riehards then wanted to call tho boy, 
but Mr. Powell objected that as tho case 
was closed this could not bo done. 

His Lordahip sustained tho objection and 
ordered the prisoner's disuhurgo. Bellinger 
walked out of the box and going towards 
where little Arthur was seated beckoned tho 
boy to follow him. 

With a look of fear tho poor child otarod 
for a moment at tho ivan, then looked help 
lesaly around and bursting into tears olioyed 
CoDHiablo Hutchison intercepted Bellin- 
ger before he could leave tho court room, 
and tho judge's attention was called to the 
matter. Tno spectators, who hod watched 
Bellinger with indignation atrorgly depicted 
on their faces, woro greatly relieved when 
Judge Drake said he would make au order 
leaving the child still in charge of the police 
I'l lliiigor would have to prove beyond doubt 
'hat he was the father before he uuuld claim 
the boy.

He 
therein states that the subject of his letter 
tvuB somewhat of a teohnlcal nature, but 
hopes he has made the matter clear to your 
non-profeaiional readers, but I njust confess 
that to mo tho letter of Mr. Durlo la some- 
what misty. Ho states that tho pipes lead- 
ing to the filter boxes are conHtnictod in 
such a way as to give the upward filter 
a groac advantage over the downward one, 
bub tho f»ota are tho very roverao, for in- 
«tead of llio upward having an advautago In 
head it is filtering under one foot hoad and 
tho downward has almost a two foot head 
Aa for the diichargo pipe acting as a syplu n 
y lu may judge for youreolves. The fil- 
corcd water is (iischarged into an oveiflow 
pipe three-quarters of an inch in diameter, 
at tho rate of one gallon in thirly niinutcB, 
which is simply a fast drop. Tho balanco 
of the pipe allows tho air to circulate frooly, 
lb being open ab both ands. Mr, Durio 
auroly knows that at least tho highest end 
munt bo completely submerged and the air 
excluded before tho syphon will work, Some 
people are now of the opinion that it wou'd 
havo been cheaper to havo allowed fX A'd, 
Dwyer's resolution to bo carried into elTtot 
than to hawk the filter bed plans all over the 
country.

Mk, EiiKHTs' game bill now before tho 
legislature amends and coneolidatrs the acta 
at present in force, as well as making aonio 
now provisions. It prohibits tho hunting 
at any time of th oow wapiti (commonly 
known as elk), oow moote, fawn, Eaglisb 
blackbird, chaffinoh, hen pheasant, skylark, 
thrush, robin, Virginia quail, Boglish par- 
tridge and gull, except that "robins" may 
be destroyed between tbe Ist February and 
30th September ; and makes it unlawiul 1o 
kill "any bird which subsists prinoipally on 
aoxioas seeds," The export of game is en- 
tirely prohibited, eicopt that lioeDse hold- 
ers may take away the heads, horns and 
skins of certain animals killed by them. To 
kill deer at any time for their hides alone Is 
forbidden ; and west of tho Caaoadoa deer 
may not bo hunted with dogs. Any poraon 
nob domiciled in the province will bo ro- 
(juired to take out a liceoBo (foe $50) before 
hunting any of tho game montiouod in tho 
bill. It 18 provided that " No poraon ahall 
UBO or employ any net, seine, drag not or 
other engine, nor uae aalmnn roe ua bait for 
tho purpoBO of capturing (i-h in any lake, 
pond or standing ivator in thia province."

Chief Deasy Gives Ideas on Improvingr 
tlie Fire Department-Other 
finsIuBBB. 

Tho city council met lasb night, all the 
membora being present. 

The Deputy Commiaslonor of Lands and 
Works wrote that as the city had oeased to 
use lots 932 and 933 for school purposes the 
sites revert to tho Crown, and tho govern- 
ment has assumed control of tbe same. 
Filed. 

Tho Bchool board estimates were referred 
to tho finanoo oommittee, with a petition of 
the ratepayers asking a sohool on the Oak- 
land estate. 

J. Botoowitz & Son asked for a refund of 
their $100 trade lioense owing to the deci- 
sion of tbe ooarts that a buyer of furs who 
does not also sell in the mnnioipality is not 
a trader under the meaning of the law. 
Referred to the oity barristers for their 
opinion. 

Tho Point Ellioe Iron Works asked for a 

fire hydrant for batter proteotion of their 
premises from fire. Referred to fire 

wardens. 

George G. Rookledge offered $300 for the 
small engine with shaft and pullies now 
running in tho city plant. Referred to the 
oleotric light committee. 

The MaiUet Superintendent reported 
SKiS market fees for tho month, tiled. 

Chiif Doaey reported eight firea during 
January with a loaa of §1.575. The tiro 
alarm is a moat unaatlBfactory condition. 
Annexed aro eatimatcfl for a full paid do- 
partmcnt at ?l(i,.1-l7 for twontyoue 
men for tho year, or with liftoen full 
paid and aixtoen call men, Sl.'i.li;!, 
A plan for extending the firo department is 
given in tho report, providing for engine 
houBPS in Victoria West, Fernwood road 
and Hillsido avonuo, with an addition to 
the preaont apparatus of a Qro engine, hose 
wagon and chemical engine. Tho now 
engine and chemical engine would, with the 
present apparatus, protect the buaineaa por- 
tion of the oity ; the combined chemical 
engine and bosa wagon to be placed in V io- 
toria West ; the Deluge ateain engiuo and 
hoBO in the Eiatorn aodion ; a one horse 
hoae wagon in tho Northern diatrict. 
James Bay would remain aa at preaont. 
Tho eatiniated cost of tho whole oxtonaion 
would be §20,000. Laid over till thu esti- 
mates are oonsidered. 

The tenders for the Old Men's homo sup- 
plies were at Aid. Wilson's snggestion or- 
dered to be handed baok to the tenderers, as 
aomo additions had been made to the list of 
refiuiaitea and now tendors will be needed, 

Ai.i) HfMi'iiiiEY aakod that tho tenders 
for aidovvalks ho aleo laid over and the time 
for receiving them extended for a week. 
The deposit of had not been called for, 
conse(iuently it would bo only proper to lay 
the matter over. Agreed to. 

Residents of James Say district asked for 
a fire hydrant at tho corner of Toronto and 
Carr streets. Referred to firo wardens. 

N. A. Jackson and fifteen others asked 
for an electric light at the oorner of Belohor 
atroot, Lcighton road and Cadboro Bay 
road. Referred to electric light committee. 

John Haggarty complained that the hire 
for double teams with driver had been re- 
duced to $4.60 a day and for oarts $3 50 pck- 
day. 

Ald Hu.Mi'iinEY explained that ho had 
looked up tho matter and found that no 
change had been made from last year, wben 
$5 was paid for double teams and $3 60 for 
carts. Referred to streets oommittee to re 



port. 

The finance oommittee asked tor §4,362 
out of ordinary revenue, §64 30 out of 
waterworks loan, and §1,263 .'16 from elec- 
tric loan ; the sohool board asked for 
§250. Both reports were adopted. 

Ald. MoMlLLAir wondered where the 
money to pay for the eleotrlo light work 
was to come from if the electric light loan 
was exhausted. 

Ai.i). McLki.i.an explained that there was 
money in hand to pay that bill and aoveral 
hundred dollars beaidea. 

Tho electric light committee reported 
that they ha.l let tho tender for belting to 
Nichollea & Kenouf, tlie lowoat tenderers. 
Tho report aleo stated that tho work on the 
oleotrio light ayutcm waa progrcaaing aatis- 
faotorily. A rocommondation waa made that 
f'iO ho paid tor a tree on Mr. Blake'a pro- 
perty which had been cut by tho light linea- 
men. 

Al.l), Wil.l.iA.MS in explanation to Aid. 
McMillan stated that tlio men had not only 
cut olf tho branchoa overhanging tho B'.rcot 
but had cut a part that was on Mr, Blake'a 
private property. Report adopted. 

The home committee reported that they 
had found the homo as a whole clean, well 
kept and comfortable ; the arrangements for 
ventilating were not aatitfactory ; blinda 
were needed, the pantry waa too small and 
was not adequately fitted ; the walle needed 
kalsomining, and a number of small im- 
provements were suggested ; also that those 
of the inmates oapable of working shonld 
have something to do. A verandah should 
bo built ; several acres of land should be en- 
closed acd snob of the inmates as were able 
should cultivate potatoes and other produce 
for tho home. Other changes were reoom 
mended ; the roizulations were doacribed as 
lnadii|uato, and some proper system of 
bookkepirg was strongly advlaod. 

Ai.i). I!uAi:ii complained that when he 
visited tho houuo liiat Sunday he found the 
inmati:a untidy and dirty, more discipline 
waa noodod. Tho caretaker should live in 
tho houao at night. The homo had cer- 
tainly not improvod under last yoar'a coun- 

oil. 

Ald. Wim.ia.mh pointed out that there 
was no room in the houBe for the caretaker 
to live in ; as soon as the money was voted 
for tho various repairs necessary the public 
would find un improvement. 

Al.i). Wilson aaid tho rulea must be 
carried out— by tho inmates. Ho iustunoed 
one inmate who had that morning refused to 
work. All the inmates who were able 
ahould do something, just enough to keep 
them In health. 

Ali) Mac'Millan did not soo tho dirt 
Aid. lirugg Bpcke of. If aldermen would 
only uBniat and back up tbe oommittee and 
not muko petBof certain inmates they would 
gob along very well. 

Ai.i). 1!ra(u; hold that a more liberal uao 
of soap and water would do no harm, Iu dis- 
cipline, ton, tho homo waa lacking. 

His VVousiiii' thought tho old men should 
each ho given a good suit to wear on Sun- 
days or when visitors were there. 

The report waa laid over for tho ostimatoa, 
tho committee being empowered to procure 
what was absolutely neosseary In the mean- 
time. 

The sewerage oommittee reportsd ; " We 
find on inqniry In the Eoginear's office that 
the sewerage is oompleted only pn that por- 
tion of Government street fylBg between 
Hamboldt and Pandora itreets, and until 



there is a further extension of tho sewer on 
Government otroot ncrth of Pandora, tho 
paving of the street can only bo carried out 
within the limits indicated. There are still 
some connootions to be made with the pre- 
sent sewer on Govornmont atrcot between 
Fort and Humboldt streets, and thero are 
also two sections of suitaco drain to be made 
as shewn on the Engineer's plans of Govern 
nicnt street between Humboldt and Pandora, 
the cost of which ie approximately esti- 
mated by Mr. Wilmob at $2,000. a'o pre- 
vent delay, should it be decided to pave 
Government street, tho committee recom- 
mend that the Sanitary Inspector 
take action to secure tho putting 
in of the connections alluded to, 
tho City Engineer having already notified 
tho parties interested, and further recom- 
mend that steps be taken to provide funds 
for the oonstruotion of tbe surface drainage 
already referred to. In order that the work 
may be gone on with at ouce and floisbed in 
timo to permit of paving this part of Govorn- 
mont street during the present year." 

Ald. Camsroh explained that the oom- 
mittee had repotted as early as possible, 
and the other oommittees shoold move 
promptly having regard to the paving of 
the streets within an early period. 

Ald. Williams, on behalf of the water 
committee, said chat they were moving so as 
to get the 12 Inch main laid on Government 
street aa soon aa possiole. Tbe Idea was to 
got tho opening up of streets done early In 
the season and during the dry weather. 

A I.I). MoLki.i.an supported Aid. Wil- 
liania' reinarka. 

Tho financial part of tho report was left 
ovor till tho eat irnatoa ciimo down, tho rest 
ol tho report being adopted. 

Tho legialativo committee reported rcoom- 
monding an amendment to tho muni- 
cipal act so that each ratepayer's tix ao- 
count ahould sot out tho percentage of tax 
rc(|uired for the expenses of the municipal 
government for tho current year ; for edu- 
cational purposes ; to keep in repair, for 
municipal works already oonstruoted ; in 
new improvements, and for payment of In- 
terest and sinking fund on^munioipal debt. 
Carried. 

Ald Williams, seconded by Aid, Bragg, 
moved to define the city's position as to 
Trounoa avenue, so that either tho oity or 
property owners shall clean the sime, and 
it bo swept at least twice a week. Carried, 

Ald. Wiluams moved that tenders be 
oslled for removing the oity garbage for six 
montns or until other arrangements are 
nuido. 

Al.n. Hf .M I'liuKV moved an amendment 
that the oity ahould have tho privilege of 
cxtoudiug thu work to a year. 

Ai.ii. Wu.i.lAMS aaid ho moved thia bo- 
oause ho hoped that within six months tho 
oity might own its own atoamor for bringing 
coal for the elcotrio plant and other pur- 
popps. The oily could savo S:250 a month 
that way. Tho motion was carried with 
Aid. Humphrey's amendment added. 

Ald. Wilson moved that tenders bo re- 
ceived for forage for the corporation horaes. 
Carried. 

Ald. Williams moved, seooudod by 
Aid. Partridge, that arrangements bo made 
for street sprinkling, so that on the first ap- 
pearance of dust the principal streets bo 
Bprinkled, 

Ald. Humphrey thonght it was too 
early in tbe season to bring np tho matter, 
but after some disoassion the motion was 
carried. 

His Worship remarked in regard to the 
filter bed plans that he had a reply from the 
city engineer of Hamilton saying thAt he 
would be happy to co-oporato with the oity 
engineer of 'Toronto in examining the plans 
for §100 per day and expenses. Ho waa of 
opinion that it would meet tho case if tho 
city named one engineer in the province 
and the competitors another, tho two to 
choose a third if necessary. 

Ald. Partuidge did not favor tho Mayor's 
change ; he believed it would give more 
satisfaction to send the plans East as already 
decided, 

Ald. Macmillan was of opinion that the 
city enginoar was not: In a position to give 
an independent opinion. The council should 
not aot the weathercock and ohange its Ideas 
every meeting. Tbe aldermen had decided 
to send the plans East, they should abide 
by that decision. 

Ald McLullan aaid if they wanted a 
first class system they bad to get first claia 
men to give them the plana. He advocated 
sticking to the action already taken. 

Ald Williams did nob think the experts 
in tho East were going to hurry up at §100 
a day. it waa wastlni; a lot of money that 
might bo spent among our own people. 

After some discussion it was decided to 
Bond tho plans East to-day. Aid. Ilraug 
and Williams voting against tho proposition. 

The council decided to visit the Jubilee 
and isolation hospital at 2 o'olook on Thurs- 
day.

TERMINAL CIT"i;. 

A Gunpowder Plot Which Fortunately Failed 
to Materialize— Sunday Ll(|uor 
Selling. 

Vancouver, Feb. 4.— (Special)— A keg of 
giant gunpowder was found in a oloset in an 
empty basement of the Home block, at tho 

corner of Cordova and Cambio streets, to- 
day. Part of a gunnyB'i-..-k Vi-aa around the 
keg and tho keg itaolf had been burnt, ovi 
dently by a bonfire of waste paper, but tho 
powder had not ignited. It ia impossible to 
form any theory. Tho Bank of B.N. A. 
occupied the first iloor above tho basement 
eighteen months ago, and since that timo 
R, A. Anderson and tho Great Northern 
agents were occupants. The object of those 
who attempted to sot firo to the powder was 
evidently malice, as the torrlfio explosion 
would have attracted too much attention for 
a robbery. During the bank's occupancy of 
tho upper flojr the' basement was in use by 
Draper & Leithead, wholesale tobaooooista, 
bub has been empty for the past year. Tho 
police are making careful inquiries. 

Judgment in the case of tho Ediion Gen- 
eral Eleotrlo Light Company v. Edmonds 
and others has been rendered. Tho plain- 
tilTs were judgment creditors of the West- 
minster tram company, and brought action 
against the defendants as Individual share- 
holders for the purpose of partially satisfy- 
ing a judgment out of tho uncalled balance 
of flbares held by the defendants. Tho case 
hinged on whether it came under the rail- 
way act or not. Justice Drake presiding 
held that tho British Columbia railway act 
does not apply to tramways or atrcot rail- 
ways. Judgment for defendants with 
costs. 

F. E. Harrison, tho new deputy post- 
master ut Vancouvor, aasumod hia duties to- 
day. 

Tho lioonso oommisoionera will introduce 
a regulation providing that all windowa of 
barrooms and licjuor stores bo clear of 
blindfl. froatlng or Bcreena during tho pro- 
hibited hours for selling liciuor. 

Tho time of tho council was taken up to- 
night with alleged wholesale guiubliug in 
tho city. Aid, Gallagher said he had re- 
ceived three anonymous lottofs making seri- 
oue charges In this connection. Chief of 
Police McLaren said that cards were played 
in every hotel in the oity, bat he never saw 
any money in sight nor oould ho get any 
evidence of aotuai gambling. 

An attempt to burglarize the Holbrook 
house, WoBtminster, at 3 o'olook this morn- 
ing, was frustrated by the polioe.

A BY-LAW 

AutUorixing tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria to Borrow tlio Sum of 
.iill!O,00O iu Anticipation of tho Ro- 
coij)t of its Revenue for tho Year 
181)5. 

WiiKitKAShy vlrtuo of tho Municipal Act, 
18S2. and AmondlnR Acta, every municipality 
may under tho ccndltloni contained therein, 
borrow from any person auch sum of money 
not cxccodlrg, however, an amount equal to 
Boventy-llvo por cent, of tho amount of taxes 
collected during tho provloua year (1891) of tho 
sum that wns levied that year by a general 
rate upon land, Improveuionts or real prop* 
orty In the municipality, and bearing such rate 
of Interest as may be requisite, to meet tho 
current legal ezpffiOdlture of the Corporatlsn, 
which becomes payable out of tbe annual 
revenue before the revenoe for the year fae> 
comes payable by tho tax payers ; 

And wnERKAS aevonty-flvo per cent, of tho 
amount of taxoa upon land, Improvomonla or 
real property, collected during tho year 1804, o£ 
tho sum that was levied that year by a general 
rate upon land, Improvements or real property, 
wa8?121,330.i:f; 

And wiiereab to meet tho current legal ox. 
pondlturo of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for llio year ISUri. payable out of tho 
annual revenue, before auch revenue 'for such 
year becomes payable by tho tax payers, it is 
reqnlsitel (or the sala Corporation to borrow 
tho sum of 9120,000; 

TiiKnEKORE the Mnnicipal Connoil of the 
Corporation Of the City of Victoria enacts as 
follows: 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for the Corporation 

of tho City of Victoria by tho Mayor and tho 

Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon 
tho credit of the aaid Corporation from any 
poraon or porBOna, llrm or firms, corporation or 
corporationa v/ho may ho willinK to advance 
tho eaiEO, tho auni of 8120,100, in auch ninounta 
and at Buch limea aa subject aa hereinafter pro- 
vided tho same may in tho opinion of tho 
Mayor and tho Finance Commlttco of tho 
Council bo required, bearing Interest at a 
rate not exceeding five per centum per annum. 

Sop. 2. The money so borrowed shall bo ex- 
pended in defraying tho cnrrent legal expanses 
of tho said Corporation for tho year 18!)5, and 
shall, together with tho intoreat thereon, bo 
re-payable and repaid to tho lender or lendera 
thereof, on or before tho 31at day of Dccembor, 
1895, out of tho municipal revenue for tho said 
year. 

See. 3. The amount so borrowed and Interest 
thereon shall be a liability of tho said Corpora- 
tion payable out of tbe municipal revenue for 
current year 1895, and the form of obligation to 
bo given na acknowledgment of such liability 
shall be a promisaory nolo or notes to tho aaid 
lender or lendera as tho Bums may be rc(iub ed, 
signed by tho Mayor and tho FinancoCommltteo 
and the Clork of tho said Corporation, and 
bearing the aoal of tho said Corporation, all of 
which notes shall bo made payable on or be- 
fore the Slat Decembor, 1895. and shall contain 
a clause that tho liability of the said Corpora- 
tion Incurred by said promissory note or notes 
shall be a liability payable out of tho municipal 
rovonuo for tho current year 1805. 

Sec. i. In tho construction of this By-law thi; 
oxpreaslons "Land" and " Improvomenta," 
and " Roal Property," shall have rospeotively 
the moaning given to thorn In the Municipal 
Act, 1892, and amendments thereto. 

Soc. 5. Thia By-law may bo cited as the "An- 
nual Loan By-law, 1895." 

Passed the Hunleipal Council tho 24th day 
of January, 1895.
